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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully considered 
but not found to be persuassive. Kuntzer reference does teach the administration interferon-beta with a second compound to treat CIDP. In 
addition, Perdersen teaches the administration of interferon-bta for the treatent of CIDP (column 44, lines 30-45). Contrary to Applicant's 
assertion the reference teaches intramuscular and subcutaneous administration (column 48, lines 20-25). Although Applicant asserts 
unexpected results, there is no evidence provided, therefore, the rejection of record is maintained. 
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
